Maybe 
it was they who split the “demo- 
cratic” front of the working class? 
We know that this false argument 
is produced against the Communist 

of Germany by the German 
social-democrats. But in Austria 
the situation is different. Here the 
Cu.nmunists hava not yet reary 
tackled the task of winning over a 
majority of the working class, as 
they have done in Germany. Here 


the Communists are still in a mi- 


nority. According to the boast of 
Otto Bauer, Austrian social-democ- 
racy has almost a monopoly in the 
ranks of the Austrian workers. The 
unity of the working class, accord- 
ing to Otto Bauer, has become an 
accomplished fact in the ranks of 
Austrian social-democracy. Let us 
suppose for a moment that this is 
the cause.
